TRIPLE WEATHER THREAT 

Lincoln County battles second major winter storm of the season

STANFORD — Lincoln County 
battled with a trifecta of bad-weath¬ 
er challenges in early March: flood¬ 
ing on March 4; a snow storm that 
dumped nearly half a foot of snow 
on the area on March 5; and frig¬ 
id temperatures that bottomed out 
close to -5 degrees the morning of 
March 6. 

Officials reported extremely dan¬ 
gerous road con¬ 
ditions on March Flooding 
5 and 6 but no 
major or fatal acci- r 
dents. Half an inch Page A11 
or more of sleet 
underneath several inches of snow 
contributed to the bad roads. 

A state of emergency was declared 
in the county, but officials said over¬ 
all, the stormy weather didn’t cause 
as much trouble as it could have, 
especially compared to the large 
snow storm in mid-February that 
blanketed the county in more than a 
foot of snow. 

The economic cost of this most 
recent storm is “not near what the 


first one was,” Lincoln County 
Emergency Management Director 
Don Gilliam said. 

Gilliam said he is still figuring 
up a specific amount of cost to the 
county for handling the storm, but 
it won’t be close to the almost-quar- 


ter-million-dollar price tag from 
February. 

Lincoln County’s emergency 
operations center was activated for 
the second time in less than a month 
on the morning of March 4, as the 
storm began dumping inches of rain. 


More than 2.5 inches of rain fell 
in northern Lincoln County, accord¬ 
ing to the local Kentucky Mesonet 
weather station. That rain combined

WAYNESBURG — A 
Lincoln County couple 
has likely lost every¬ 
thing in a structure fire 
that destroyed their home 
along Ky. 1781 Sunday. 

Lincoln County fire¬ 
fighters responded to a fire 
at the residence of Larry 
and Annie Adams Sunday 
morning before 9 a.m., 
Fire Chief Danny Glass 
said. When they arrived 
on the scene, the struc¬ 
ture was already mostly 
involved. 

The home was a trailer 
that had an addition built 
on the back and anoth¬ 
er roof built on the top, 
which made it more diffi¬ 
cult to get the fire extin¬ 
guished, Glass said. 

It took the 24 Lincoln 
firefighters who respond¬ 


ed to the scene about two 
hours to put the blaze out, 
but they were unable to 
save anything, Glass said. 

“I’m pretty confident 
it’s a total loss,” he said, 
adding that the couple did 
not have insurance on their 
home. “What they’ve lose, 
they’ve lost. They’re not 
going to recover it.” 

Glass said the fire was 
apparently electrical in 
nature. 

“The fire started in the 
bedroom at an electri¬ 
cal panel box,” he said. 
“Apparently, it shorted 
out. According to what we 
can understand, at some 
time they had a son or 
somebody that decided to 
move some wires in the 
bottom of the box to the 
top of the box. I don’t 
know if that had anything 
to do with it, but that’s 
where it started.”

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ED plan in works 
for Lincoln County

STANFORD — With help from Eastern 
Kentucky University, Lincoln County officials 
will be creating an economic development plan 
with the goal of generating jobs in the county. 

“As our economy moves from manufactur¬ 
ing to more high tech industries, it’s essential 
we come up with a plan that will help market 
Lincoln County to these businesses,” state Rep. 
David Meade said. “We also need to look at the 
relationship between the economy of the future 
and how Lincoln County’s agricultural industries 
could play a role in bringing more jobs to our 
area.” 

EKU’s Center for Economic Development will 
providing strategic planning for the economic 
development project. 

The CED has similarly helped other counties 
gather public input, assess what resources are 
available and develop a strategy for achieving 
goals the communities are interested in, said 
David McFaddin, executive director of govern¬ 
ment relations. 

“There’s a multitude of different things that 
can come out of these plans that are unique for 
each community,” McFaddin said. “Every plan 
is a little different because it’s unique to each 
community. The most important thing is that it’s 
a plan for the community by the community.” 

McFaddin said after the officials involved 
in the process, including Meade and Judge- 
Executive Jim Adams, meet and further solidify 
plans, there will hopefully be a series of “listen¬ 
ing sessions” or town hall meetings focused on 
different areas of interest for Lincoln County. 

The meetings will hopefully be held this sum¬ 
mer and could be directed toward discussing 
what Lincoln’s needs are in the areas of educa¬ 
tion or transportation, as examples, McFaddin 
said. 

Officials will take the input from those meet¬ 
ings to come up with a vision, a mission, key 
goals, what needs to be done to achieve the goals 
and a list of who is committed to each of the 
goals, he said. 

The end result will hopefully be a published 
document that can serve as something of a road 
map for Lincoln County moving forward, he 
explained. 

Meade said he hopes to have “a broad spec¬ 
trum of people” involved in the process in order 
“to get the best ideas and see what we come up 
with.” 

“First of all, we’ve got to have a plan and I 
don’t think Lincoln County has really established 
a plan for the future,” he said. “There’s no sense 
in sitting idle on our hands. We need to start 
doing something to progress forward.” 

Adams said he’s hopeful the project will ulti¬ 
mately make Lincoln County more attractive to 
industries and entrepreneurs located in and out¬ 
side of the county. 

“Strategic planning is essential to promoting 
sustainable growth in all areas of life in Lincoln 
County,” Adams said. 

Meade said another group working on big-pic¬ 
ture goals — the Lincoln County Futures com¬ 
mittee — will have input in the process as well. 

A committee to lead the project could be 
formed by the end of March and the final product 
could be available as soon as October, he said. 

“I don’t know what’s going to come out of it,” 
he said. “But at least it’s a start at trying to get 
a clear vision for the future of Lincoln County.”

Economic area containing Lincoln 
named one of best in Kentucky 


DANVILLE — The Danville 
Micropolitan Area, which 
includes Boyle and Lincoln 
counties, has been ranked sec¬ 
ond-best in Kentucky for eco¬ 
nomic development during 
2014 by Site Selection maga¬ 
zine. 

The Atlanta-based publica¬ 
tion, which has been ranking 
states’ by economic devel¬ 
opment success since 1978, 
placed Kentucky first this year 
in its “Governor’s Cup” rank¬ 
ings, which are based on new 
and expanded industry activity 
per capita. 

Besides the Danville 
Micropolitan Area, Kentucky 
had three metropolitan areas 
and nine other micropolitan 
areas ranked on the magazines’ 
top lists. 


The Danville area ranked 
second in the state among mic¬ 
ropolitan areas and tied for 23rd 
overall in the nation. 

Last year, Kentucky announced 
more than 350 new location and 
expansion projects, which are 
projected to create nearly 15,000 
jobs and more than $3.7 billion in 
new investment. That is the most 
business investment in Kentucky 
since the state started recording 
investment data nearly 30 years 
ago. 

“Winning the prestigious 
Governor’s Cup is a true 
honor,” Gov. Beshear said. 
“Kentucky works extremely 
hard to build and maintain rela¬ 
tionships with our companies, 
and we go the extra mile to sup¬ 
port their plans for growth. The 
Governor’s Cup speaks to the 


dedication of everyone in this 
state who’s working to build 
Kentucky’s economy, grow 
jobs and create success for our 
industries, our communities 
and all Kentuckians.” 

According to the Federal 
Reserve Bank of Philadelphia 
Coincident Index, which mea¬ 
sures wages, unemployment 
rates and payrolls, Kentucky’s 
economic activity reached an 
all-time high last year. Much of 
Kentucky’s economic growth 
can be attributed to the expan¬ 
sion of companies already in 
the Commonwealth.

Stanford waiting on structural assessment of damaged roof

STANFORD — Repairs to 
the roof of the Stanford police 
and fire building are on hold 
until a structural engineer 
assesses the building for dam¬ 
age. 

A claim has been filed with 
the city’s insurance company 
and multiple assessors have 
visited the building, but a visit 
from a structural engineer is 
needed before anything else 
can happen, Fire Chief Scott 
Maples told the city council 
March 5. 

“The structural engineer is 
holding the whole show up,” 
Mayor Eddie Carter said. 

Maples said officials have 
determined that severe winter 
weather caused damage to the 
roof, which is what allowed 


large amounts of water to leak 
through the ceiling, damaging 
police equipment and forcing 
the police and fire departments 
to relocate temporarily. 

“All the snow that was on the 
roof and then rain ... made that 
real heavy, which buckled the 
roof,” he said. 

In addition, water leaked 
behind the brick facade of 
the building and then froze, 
expanding outward and warp¬ 
ing the exterior walls, Maples 
said. 

A structural engineer will 
need to assess the building 
before it’s known what, if any, 
long-term structural damage 
was done, he explained. 

Maples said the building is 
not in danger of falling down 
and has been ruled safe for peo¬ 
ple to enter and pass through if 
they need to. 


An electrical inspector has 
checked out the building and 
given the OK for a few power 
circuits to be left on in order 
to prevent things such as pipes 
freezing. Other than that and 
the power for the fire engine 
bays, the building’s electricity 
has been shut off. 

The city will pay a $1,000 
deductible but insurance should 
cover the rest of the repairs, 
Maples said. 

City council members ques¬ 
tioned if insurance would cover 
changing the roof from flat to 
pitched, in order to prevent the 
same problem reoccurring in 
the future. 

Maples said the insurance 
will likely only cover the cost 
of repairing or replacing the 
roof as it existed. But the city 
may be able to add in some 
of its own money on top of 


whatever the insurance com¬ 
pany provides to upgrade the 
project and pitch the roof, he 
explained. 

The roof has had issues with 
leaking since the city began 
using it about 15 years ago, 
according to officials. But 
Maples told city council mem¬ 
bers the leaks caused by this 
damage are unrelated to the 
longer-term leak problems the 
building suffered from. 

The city has $40,000 budget¬ 
ed in this fiscal year for making 
repairs to the roof. 

The police department is 
operating out of two rooms 
in Stanford City Hall while it 
waits for its offices to become 
usable again. 

The leaks caused by the roof 
damage occurred on Feb. 21 
and effectively destroyed six 
police laptops.

Sheila Hopkins was rati¬ 
fied as the newest city clerk 
on Feb. 10, but she resigned 
about two weeks later. She 
is currently remaining in the 
position until a new clerk 
is chosen, but she did not 


attend the March 5 council 
meeting. 

Councilman Naren 
James asked Carter if there 
were any “red flags” from 
Hopkins’ short tenure that 
the mayor could learn from 
in order to avoid a quick res¬ 
ignation the next time. 

Carter said “the political 


atmosphere of the job” and 
“a little Facebook stuff’ con¬ 
tributed to Hopkins’ decision. 

“She’s just not used to 
the political atmosphere,” he 
said. “Some people are more 
sensitive than other people.” 

James said the need for 
tough skin in the city clerk 
position is “something we 


should learn and be aware 
of’ when choosing the next 
clerk. 

Councilman Scottie Ernst, 
who has been a vocal propo¬ 
nent of placing former city 
clerk Denise Pike back in 
the position, asked Carter 
if was planning to consider 
any of the other people he 


interviewed for the position 
before choosing Hopkins. 

Carter, who has previous¬ 
ly said he will not consider 
any of the other candidates 
he already interviewed, said 
“No. I’m not going to say 
one way or another.” 

Ernst questioned the value 
of the lengthy process Carter 


went through of accepting 
more than 30 applications 
and interviewing candidates 
over a several-week period. 

“It seems like that was a 
waste of time,” Ernst said. 

“I respectfully disagree 
with you Scottie,” Carter 
said. “... We’ll have a clerk 
here one of these days.”

When police arrived on 
the scene they found Walls 
in the vehicle and she “stated 
she was the driver,” accord¬ 
ing to the citation. 

“(Walls) had a strong 
odor of an alcoholic bev¬ 
erage emanating from her 
breath and person. (She) 
was unsteady on her feet,” 
the citation from Deputy 
Ryan Kirkpatrick alleges. 
“(Walls) was extremely 
irate. ... When I advised 
(Walls) she was under 
arrest, (she) pulled away 
and then turned towards me 
in an aggressive (manner) 
and continued screaming. I 
used arm bar to take (her) 
into custody.” 

The citation alleges Walls 
continued “screaming and 
yelling and causing such a 
scene neighbors came out to 
watch the commotion.” 


There were two juveniles 
and one adult in the vehicle 
with Walls at the time of 
the wreck, according to the 
citation. There were also two 
people inside the house “in 
the area she hit,” the citation 
reads. 

The indictment claims 
Walls “created a substantial 
danger of death or serious 
physical injury” for Gregory 
Delk, Kimberly Luttrell, 
Blake Folger, Hunter Folger 
and one person identified as 
“R.L.” 

Kirkpatrick testified for 
the grand jury. An arraign¬ 
ment in the case has been 
scheduled for 10 a.m. March 
13. 

Others indicted 

• Micah Brown, 37, 

of Woodline Drive in 
Somerset, was indicted for 
third-degree burglary and 
theft by unlawful taking. 


Brown allegedly entered 
or remained unlawfully in a 
building owned by Cordell 
Brown with the intent to 
commit a crime and took 
property belonging to 
Cordell Brown worth more 
than $500, according to the 
indictment. 

On Sept. 12, Micah 
Brown, the son of Cordell 
Brown, allegedly broke 
locks and a window on 
his father’s building and 
removed 12-14 fishing rods 
and reels, a fishing tank and 
“several mounted animal 
heads,” according to a crim¬ 
inal complaint filed in the 
case. 

Micah Brown alleged¬ 
ly texted his father that he 
would “come and get the 
stuff.” 

“Dad, I’m not asking you, 
I’m telling you. Understand 
I will come and get the 
stuff,” a text message from 
Micah Brown is quoted as 


reading in the criminal com¬ 
plaint. 

Micah Brown told Lincoln 
Deputy Toby Henderson 
that “it was my stuff,” but 
later did not show up for 
an interview with the dep¬ 
uty and stopped answering 
his phone, according to the 
complaint. 

The value of the allegedly 
stolen items was estimat¬ 
ed at more than $20,000, 
according to the complaint. 

Henderson testified for 
the grand jury. An arraign¬ 
ment in the case has been 
scheduled for 10 a.m. March 
13. 

• Eric Bender, 37, of 

Ky. 698 in Hustonville, was 
indicted on one count of 
possession of a firearm by a 
convicted felon. 

Bender was original¬ 
ly arrested Jan. 4 for sec¬ 
ond-degree assault and two 
counts of possession of a 
firearm by a convicted felon.

Keep kids safe this spring

The groundhog may 
have predicted six more 
weeks of winter, but the 
first day of spring will be 
here very soon. Before 
the spring season actually 
arrives, it’s important for 
parents to start preparing 
now for their child to stay 
safe while enjoying the 
warm weather. 

Each year, thousands of 
children go to the emer¬ 
gency room for treatment 
of injuries that could have 


been prevented. Parents 
should remember that part 
of getting ready for warmer 
weather is getting children 
and equipment prepared. 

Parents should inspect 
bicycles, scooters and other 
riding toys to ensure that 
all nuts and bolts are tight, 
moving parts are lubricat¬ 
ed and bike chains have 
guards in place to prevent 
clothing from being pulled 
into the mechanism. It’s 
also important to make sure 
your child’s safety helmets 
are in good condition and 
still fit correctly, as a hel¬ 


met that does not fit proper¬ 
ly will not offer proper pro¬ 
tection. Fences and gates 
around backyard pools 
should also be inspected 
and repaired if necessary. 

Preparing for a safe 
spring also includes 
reminding children about 
safe play so safety becomes 
a habit for them. Make sure 
you remind your child to 
always wear a helmet when 
riding a bicycle and elbow 
and knee pads when riding 
a scooter. Your child also 
should be taught to ride a 
bicycle and scooter only 


during daylight hours or 
with proper lighting. And, 
if you have a trampoline in 
your back yard, only one 
person at a time should be 
on it. 

Making safety a habit for 
your child will ensure that 
he will enjoy outdoor activ¬ 
ities and it will keep both 
of you out of the emergen¬ 
cy room.

During winter storms like the ones 
that have passed through Kentucky 
recently, daily life would have 
ground to a halt and stayed that way 
for quite a while longer than it did if 
it weren’t for road salt. 

But after the sun comes out and 
the temperature rises, have you 
ever wondered where the salt goes 
next? It doesn’t just disappear — 
even though that’s how humans 
naturally think about things that we 
can’t see anymore. 

When the snow melts, the run¬ 
off from the roadways takes the 
salt with it. Then, with the help 
of storm drains and rain the salt 
makes it into creeks and streams. 

Salt is a natural compound but 
what it is exactly may surprise you 
— you wouldn’t be wrong to call 
it a rock. Salt, which is called rock 
salt or halite when found in nature, 
is made up of equal parts sodium 
and chloride. It is the only family 


of rocks that is regularly eaten by 
humans. 

This same compound not only 
improves the taste of food, it helps 
prevent water from freezing. Salt 
lowers the freezing point of water 
when it’s dissolved in the water, 
which is why it is so good at clear¬ 
ing roads even when its freezing 
(for normal water, at least) outside. 

We love to drive in the U.S., so 
we definitely love to salt our roads 
in the winter. Discovery News esti¬ 
mates that more than 22 million 
tons of road salt is used nationwide 
each year. 

Even though salt is a rock and it 
seems like a natural solution, what 
is not natural is when we are throw¬ 
ing “away” large concentrations of 
it into nature. 

These large concentrations can 
cause issues for plants and animals 
that live in or near roadside creeks 
and streams. 

Many flora and fauna have spe¬ 
cific amounts of sodium chloride 
they can tolerate. When we throw 
massive amounts into the environ¬ 
ment all at once, it can mess with 
the natural balance. The salt can 
sink into the ground with the rain 


and moisture, raising the salinity of 
the groundwater. 

A very simple way to limit the 
impact of salt on nature is to only 
use salt when you need to. If you 
know that you won’t be leaving 
your house during the winter storm 
and that it will be warming up and 
melting before you need to venture 
out, just opt out of salting your 
driveway. 

When you do salt your driveway, 
use the salt sparingly — there is 
no need to use an entire bag of salt 
when a few cups of salt placed stra¬ 
tegically may do the trick. 

You can also skip the salt if it’s 
extremely cold outside. Regular road 
salt usually only works until it’s about 
15 degrees Fahrenheit, so if it’s colder 
than 15 degrees, you’ll just be throw¬ 
ing your money out the door without 
helping the condition of your drive¬ 
way. 

Road crews often have other 
mix-ins they can add that will make 
their salt mixture effective below 
15 degrees. 

This winter, my husband and 
I purchased some road salt that 
is supposed to not have harmful 
effects for plant life because it’s 


main ingredient is potassium chlo¬ 
ride. Even so, we still use it in 
moderation. 

In order to keep the natural world 
around us thriving, it’s important 
to understand the invisible impacts 
our daily lives have on our sur¬ 
rounding environment. We have 


to think about where the road salt 
goes after we can’t see it anymore, 
just like we have to think about 
where our trash goes when we 
throw it out. We need to be con¬ 
scious of the consequences of our 
actions even if they are not directly 
or immediately felt by us.

State-sanctioned 
religion would destroy 


'liberty of conscience'

Inside the First Amendment 

Thanks to the First 
Amendment, the United 
States is arguably the most 
religiously diverse — and 
most religiously free — 
society on earth. 

But not all Americans 
welcome the new religious 
America. 

Consider the flap in Idaho 
this week when a session of 
the state Senate started with 
a Hindu prayer. 

Several lawmakers 
boycotted the invocation 
because, as one explained, 
“Hindu (sic) is a false faith 
with false gods.” Apparently 
the protesting senators want 
government to define whose 
faith is genuine and whose 
god is real. 

And then consider 
the recent proposals in 
Tennessee and Mississippi 
to make the Bible the offi¬ 
cial state book — symbol¬ 
ic gestures, perhaps, but 
clearly intended to affirm 
America as a Christian 
nation. 

Proclamations by politi¬ 
cians promoting one reli¬ 
gion over others — restor¬ 
ing the “good old days” 
when Protestant Christianity 
dominated American culture 
and politics — are appar¬ 
ently popular with many 
voters. 

A whopping 57% of 
Republicans, for example, 
would support “establishing 
Christianity as the national 
religion,” according to a 
poll released last month by 
Public Policy Polling. 

We don’t have poll results 
targeting Democratic vot¬ 
ers. But we do know from 
a 2013 survey conducted 
by the First Amendment 
Center that a majority of 
Americans — 51% — agree 
that the U.S. Constitution 
already establishes a 
Christian nation. 

Is it possible that so many 
Americans are unaware 
that the First Amendment’s 
Establishment clause 
(’’Congress shall make no 
law respecting an establish¬ 
ment of religion...”) sepa¬ 
rates church (mosque, syna¬ 
gogue, temple) from state? 

Or, more disturbing¬ 
ly, does a majority of 
Americans favor repealing 
the First Amendment’s pro¬ 
hibition of state religion? 

Either way, declining sup¬ 
port for “no establishment” 
means it’s time to beat the 
drum for the American 
arrangement in religious 
freedom that keeps govern¬ 
ment from taking sides in 
religion. 

Let’s start with the fact 
that those who wish to 
establish Christianity as the 
national religion must first 
answer the question “whose 
Christianity?” After all, the 
U.S. is home to a bewil¬ 
dering variety of Christian 
sects — and many of them 
don’t think the others are 
truly Christian. 

As we are seeing in the 
Idaho Senate, proponents of 
state religion, prayers and 
scriptures invariably have 
in mind establishing their 


own religion, prayers and 
scriptures. 

Let’s also remind one 
another that the First 
Amendment prohibition on 
church-state entanglement 
has been very good for reli¬ 
gion in America. 

Contrary to culture-war 
rhetoric about the exclusion 
of God from the public 
square, religion thrives 
everywhere in our society 

— including, I might add, 
in our public schools where 
kids in great numbers are 
forming religious clubs, 
praying around the flagpole 
and sharing their faith with 
classmates. 

It’s true, of course, that 
“no establishment” has 
created the conditions for 
a proliferation of religious 
groups — and therein lies 
the rub for proponents of 
establishing a Christian 
nation. 

Once the marketplace 
of ideas is open to all, the 
competition for minds and 
hearts is fierce — and a reli¬ 
gious monopoly is unlikely 
to prevail. 

Re-imposing a monopoly 
would be no better for us 
in religion than it would be 
in economics. An official 
state religion would destroy 
the world’s most successful 
experiment in liberty of 
conscience — an experi¬ 
ment that enables people of 
all faiths and no faith to live 
together peaceably as citi¬ 
zens of one country. 

State establishments of 
religion are now — as they 
always have been — a lead¬ 
ing cause of oppression, 
violence and war. To escape 
the persecution of estab¬ 
lished religion was, after all, 
why many came here from 
Europe in the first place. 

Back in Idaho, Senate 
President Pro-Tern Brent 
Hill, a Republican and 
a Mormon, got it right 
when he permitted the 
Hindu prayer. As he told 
The Spokesman Review, 

“In my mind, you either 
believe in religious freedom 
or you don’t. ... We have 
had Jewish prayers, many 
denominations of Christian 
prayers.” 

Then Senator Hill added 
a history lesson that every 
American of every faith 
should keep in mind 
before repealing the First 
Amendment: 

“There was a time 
in Idaho history when 
Mormons were not allowed 
to pray in the Legislature 

— nor were they allowed to 
hold office or vote because 
Mormons were not con¬ 
sidered Christians. I think 
we’ve come a long way 
since then.” 

In other words, we have 
all been a religious minority 
at some time and in some 
place. If we give up on “no 
establishment,” we give up 
on religious freedom.

'AT&T bill'will hurt many who need landlines at home 


If he hasn’t already done 
so by the time you read this, 
Gov. Steve Beshear will 
soon sign what’s known as 
the AT&T bill into law. 

Then the company 
that built its network in 
Kentucky under monopoly 
protection will be free from 
government oversight of the 
quality of service it provides 
most of its Kentucky cus¬ 
tomers and the right to sluff 
off thousands who aren’t 
very profitable. 

The primary argument 
for this legislation was that 
it will liberate AT&T from 
outdated, expensive regu¬ 
latory constraints, allowing 
it to invest more in modem 
communications technology 
in Kentucky. 

The critical investment, 
though, is the one AT&T 
made to get this bill passed. 

By our calculation, AT&T 
has spent $434,131 on 
lobbying expenses since 
January 2012. Lobbying 


costs have only been report¬ 
ed for January of this year 
so that number will grow. 

A 2012 news article com¬ 
mented on AT&T’s clout 
in Frankfort: “It employs 
31 legislative lobbyists, 
including a former PSC vice 
chairwoman and past chairs 
of the state Democratic and 
Republican parties.” For the 
2013 session it had 23 lob¬ 
byists, 22 last year and 18 
registered in January of this 
year. AT&T has also made 
over $60,000 in campaign 
contributions in state races 
since 2012. 

Lawmakers and con¬ 
sumers can ask themselves 
whether AT&T undertook 
this prolonged, expensive 
campaign because it was 
driven by a desire to invest 
more in Kentucky or to 
make more money for its 
shareholders. 

The answer was given by 
one legislator who observed 
that when it takes that many 


lobbyists to pass, you know 
it’s a bad bill. 

With dedicated pushback 
led by the indefatigable Tom 
FitzGerald of the Kentucky 
Resources Council and 
AARP Kentucky, the original 
bill was improved to some¬ 
what lessen the hardship on 
consumers. But what finally 
passed the House last week 
— the Senate was always an 
easy mark — is bad enough. 

Plain old land line tele¬ 
phone service is very reliable 
and really inexpensive, while 
monthly bills for the array of 
services that come with cell 
phones and broadband easily 
hit three digits. It doesn’t 
take an MBA to figure out 
why telecom companies 
want to switch people from 
one to the other. Before this 
bill, AT&T and other pro¬ 
viders were required to offer 
the land line option to all 
customers. 

Consumers have by choice 
been migrating rapidly from 


land line service to wireless 
service, which is not regulat¬ 
ed by the Kentucky Public 
Service Commission. But 
thousands haven’t switched, 
because they can’t get reli¬ 
able cell service, can’t afford 
it, or need a land line for 
security and home-health 
systems. 

Under this bill, telecoms 
will no longer be required to 
provide basic land line ser¬ 
vice to many of those people. 
It provides no protections 
for people living in urban 
and suburban areas. In rural 
areas, people who move risk 
losing their land lines. 

Many of us remember 
the civics lessons of long 
ago that always included 
a chapter titled something 
like, “how a bill becomes 
law.” It talked about public 
needs and committees and 
consensus and constituents. 
And sometimes it does work 
that way. 

But not this time.

Scholarship available 
to those providing early 
childhood education 


Kentucky’s child care pro¬ 
viders and those who train 
child care providers may be eli¬ 
gible for the Early Childhood 
Development Scholarship to 
further their college education. 

The application deadline for 
summer classes is April 15. 
The deadline for fall classes is 
July 15. 

The scholarships are avail¬ 
able to those who work at 
least 20 hours per week or 
provide training in early child¬ 
hood development at least 12 
times per year for an approved 
organization. Kentuckians 
employed as a preschool asso¬ 
ciate teacher in a state-funded 
preschool program are also 
eligible. 

Recipients must be working 
toward an associate’s or bache¬ 
lor’s degree in early childhood 
education or other approved 
credential. Depending on 
funding, the scholarship will 
pay up to $1,800 for tuition 
each year. Students may not 
take more than nine hours of 
classes per semester. 

The scholarship is admin¬ 
istered by the Kentucky 
Higher Education Assistance 
Authority (KHEAA), the 
agency that administers state 
aid programs, including 
the Kentucky Educational 
Excellence Scholarship 
(KEES). 

To apply, students must sub¬ 
mit the Free Application for 


Federal Student Aid (FAFSA) 
and an Early Childhood 
Development Scholarship 
application.

with melting snow leftover 
from February and caused 
flooding in many areas. 

Lincoln Emergency 
Management listed more 
than 20 roads affected one 
way or another by the flood¬ 
ing. 

In downtown Stanford, 
Saint Asaph Creek rose 
above its banks at Third 
Street, flooding the roadway 
and making it impassable. 

North on U.S. 27, the Dix 
River turned multiple farm 
fields into lakes. 

Gilliam said despite the 
high waters, there was min¬ 
imal flooding damage sus¬ 
tained outside of some flood¬ 
ed basements and similar 
issues on private properties. 


Emergency personnel 
did execute a “small rescue 
operation” along Deepwell 
Woods Road near Crab 
Orchard, Gilliam noted. 

Lincoln Sheriff Curt 
Folger said Deepwell 
Woods Road was flooded 
as a vehicle was traveling 
along it and the driver had 
to stop and attempt to back 
out of the water. 

The vehicle became stuck 
in a ditch and “water was up 
to the floorboard,” Folger 
said. 

Emergency responders 
were called to the scene 
to help two children in the 
vehicle to safety, officials 
said. 

By the evening of March 
4, the rain had turned into 
icy sleet. Power outages 
were a major concern as 


ice began to fall, but once 
again, the county dodged 
the bullet. 

“We just got real lucky. 
The ice that fell ... it was 
pretty large pieces of ice 
and it wasn’t sticking to 
anything,” Gilliam said. “So 
we did get lucky in that 
respect.” 

Other than an outage in 
the Moreland area on March 
5, there were no substantial 
power outages reported. The 
Moreland outage lasted no 
more than two hours. 

The ice falling the night 
of March 4 transitioned into 
snow overnight. Many areas 
in Lincoln County woke up 
to several inches of snow 
on top of the sleet that fell 
earlier, making roadways 
treacherous. 

Officials asked residents 


to remain home if possible 
and not venture out. Folger 
said for the most part, peo¬ 
ple heeded that warning and 
as a result, there weren’t 
many wrecks. 

“We’ve just had a few 
minor (instances) of people 
running off the roads,” he 
said the afternoon of March 
5. 

Folger said two Humvees 
owned by the Lincoln 
County Sheriff’s Office 
came in handy again, as they 
had during the February 
snowstorm. 

“That’s what we got them 
for — situations like this,” 
he said. “They’ve come in 
awfully handy. They get us 
where we need to go.” 

Folger said deputies used 
the Humvees for multiple 
medical transports during 


the storm, including to take 
some people for chemother¬ 
apy treatments. 

By late afternoon on 
March 5, many main high¬ 
ways were passable but side 
roads remained covered and 
officials continued to warn 
against traveling. 

Those somewhat improved 
conditions didn’t last long 
however, as the final weath¬ 
er challenge arrived: bru¬ 
tal cold. Temperatures the 
night of March 5 dropped 
sharply, reaching lower than 
9 degrees by midnight and 
dropping to -4.8 at their low¬ 
est the morning of March 
6, according to Kentucky 
Mesonet. 

Those frigid temperatures 
made road salt largely inef¬ 
fective and caused melted 
snow to refreeze, officials 


warned. 

Again, however, no major 
wrecks were reported. 

The emergency opera¬ 
tions center was deactivated 
around 8 p.m. March 6, after 
about two and half days in 
operation, Gilliam said. 

The February storm 
wound up costing Lincoln 
County an estimated 
$240,000, which quali¬ 
fied the county for possi¬ 
ble emergency funding aid 
from the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency. But 
Gilliam said it’s not clear 
yet whether the March storm 
has created enough cost to 
qualify for similar aid. 

Beyond just qualifying 
for aid, Gilliam said that 
Lincoln’s “chances of being 
reimbursed aren’t the best in 
the world for snow events.”

Last-second free throws lift Boyle over Lincoln 48-46 in 12th Region title game

STANFORD — While there is 
much excitement in the crowning 
of a 12th Region Tournament boys 
champion, there is always some 
heartbreak. 

Tuesday night at Lincoln County 
High School, it was the Patriot bas¬ 
ketball team feeling the heartbreak 
as Boyle County clinched the 12th 
Region crown with two last-second 
free throws. 

Hagen Tyler, the region’s Player 
of the Year, scored 18 points in the 
title game, but it was his two free 
throws with one second left in the 
game that secured the Rebels the 
48-46 victory and a berth in next 
week’s Sweet 16 State Tournament 
in Lexington. 

Lincoln (25-6) rallied from an 
eight-point deficit to tie the game 
at 46-all with 1:02 left in the game, 
then had a shot at the go-ahead 
bucket with about four seconds to 
go.

All you can 
ask for from a coaching standpoint

Lincoln denies 
Casey upset bid; 
advances to semis

STANFORD — The 
Lincoln County boys, one 
of the top teams in the 12th 
Region, began regional 
post-season action against 
the team with the worst 
record coming into the tour¬ 
nament. However, that did 
not guarantee the Patriots a 
quarterfinal cakewalk. 

Lincoln had to stave off 
a strong second-half rally 
to advance out of the first 
round of the 12th Region 
Tournament, holding 
off Casey County 62-56 
Saturday night at LCHS. 

Down by 16 points at the 
half, Casey came on like 
gangbusters in the second 
half, all but erasing the defi¬ 
cit over the third and fourth 
quarters. The Rebels had the 
double-digit deficit down to 
two points with just 1:08 
left in the game before the 
Patriots made defensive 
stops and hit free-throw 
shots to secure the win. 

“I thought we made some 
defensive stops when we had 
to, and we hit our free throws 
down the stretch when we 
had to,” Lincoln coach Jeff 
Jackson said. “I’m happy 
that we won. They can say it 
was ugly - the second half it 
was. The first half was good. 
But it’s survive and advance 
right now.” 

It was a tale of two halfs 
when it came to Lincoln’s 
shooting effort in the quarter¬ 
final win. The Patriots (24-5) 
shot a sizzling 64 percent 
the first half, going 16-for- 
25 from the field, 8-for-12 
from 3-point range. But in 
the second half their offense 
fell off significantly, as they 
connected on only four of 13 
shot attempts. The Patriots 
didn’t get any 3-point goals 
in the second half and played 
the final 6:07 of the game 
without a single field goal. 


Casey (12-20) began its 
second-half rally late in the 
third quarter, closing the 
period on a 7-0 run to get 
the deficit to single digits, 
50-42, going into the fourth 
quarter. The Rebels turned 
the late third-quarter surge 
into a 17-6 run to whittle the 
Patriots’ lead down to two 
points. 

Jacob Smith, who led 
Casey with 16 points, nailed 
a 3-pointer with 2:58 to play 
to get the Rebels within 
54-51, then went baseline for 
a layup to make it 56-54 with 
1:08 on the clock. He missed 
a free throw that would have 
made it a one-point game. 

But that was as close as 
Casey got. Lincoln convert¬ 
ed on six of eight trips to the 
foul line in the final minute 
to thwart the Rebel rally. 

“We call these grinder 
games,” Jackson said. “And 
you have to win grinder 
games to advance at this 
time of the year, and our 
kids did that. We’re pleased 
to be advancing to Monday 
night.” 

Lincoln advances to play 
Mercer County in the semi¬ 
final round Monday. Mercer 
advanced with a 69-65 win 
over Southwestern. 

Breece Hayes scored 
the game-opening basket 
for Casey’s only lead of 
the game. Lincoln’s Jacob 
Conway, who had a game- 
high 24 points and seven 
rebounds, knocked down 
18 of his points in the first 
half, including nine points 
as the Patriots answered 
Hayes’ bucket with a 19-7 
scoring run. B.J. Hoover, 
Noah Young, Neil Conley 
and Conway had a 3-pointer 
apiece in the run. 

Lincoln drained four more 
3-pointers in the second 
quarter to extend its lead 
to 16 points at the half. 
Brandon Pittman, Andrew 
Wilks, Young and Conway

all hit from behind the arc 
in the period. Conway also 
added three field goals and 
Timmy Taylor, who finished 
with 12 points and eight 
assists, drove inside for two 
buckets as the Patriots post¬ 
ed their biggest lead of the 
game, 41-25. 

The Patriots were still 
holding to a 16-point lead 
late in the third quarter. 
Taylor drove in for a layup 
and a 49-33 lead with 2:56 
left in the period before 
Casey began its 17-6 rally 
run. 

Smith scored eight points 
in the run, D J White, who fin¬ 
ished with 13 points, added 
six points, Colin Miller had 
four points, Tanner Davis, 
scored two points, and Hayes 
had one as the Rebels made 
it a one-possession ballgame. 

“They were playing to 
win,” Jackson said of the 
Rebels. “They play hard 
for him (Casey coach Maze 
Stallworth). I told our kids 
before the game and after, 
the thing that impresses us 
about them is they play for 
32 minutes. His kids are to 
be commended.” 

Taylor and Conway, who 
finished 8-for-8 at the foul 
line overall, combined for 
six free throws in the final 
50.6 seconds as Lincoln 


moved on for the win. 

Casey shot 48 percent 
from the field, going 20-for- 
42. Lincoln finished at 53 
percent on 20-for-38 shoot¬ 
ing. The Rebels were 12-for- 
18 from the foul line while 
the Patriots were 14-for-18. 

Lincoln edged Casey on 
the boards 21-19. 

Jackson said the Patriots, 
who beat Mercer 60-47 on 
Feb. 10, will have to be 
prepared to play better in 
Monday’s semifinal with the 
Titans than they did against 
Casey. 

“It was a battle (Feb. 
10), and Monday night will 
be a battle, too,” he said. 
They’re great. They beat a 
really good basketball team 
(Southwestern) tonight ... 
We’ll have to play better 
for 32 minutes than we did 
tonight.”

also crashed the boards for 
10 rebounds. Noah Young 
came off the bench to score 
12 points. Neil Conley fin¬ 
ished just shy of double 
digits, knocking down three 
3s for nine points. Andrew 
Wilks had a game-high 12 
rebounds and Timmy Taylor 
had a game-high 10 assists. 

Mercer (23-9), which 
was held to just 36 per¬ 
cent (10-for-28) from the 
field, did not collect a sin¬ 
gle field goal during a span 
of 6 minutes, 15 seconds as 
Lincoln used its 14-1 run 
to extend its lead from four 
points to 17. 

The Titans’ 34 points 
was their lowest point total 
of the season and half of 
their season average of 68 
points.

Conway converted on a 
three-point play with 2:51 
left to make it 20-14, and 
that’s how it stood at the 
half with neither team scor¬ 
ing in the final minutes. 

Mercer went into a 
lengthy stall after Conway’s 
three-point play, holding 
the ball for almost two min¬ 
utes before finally turning 
it over. 

Faulkner, who finished 


with five 3 s, nailed the third 
and fourth midway through 
the third to get Mercer 
within 27-23 with 3:26 left 
in the third. But Young 
answered on the opposite 
end with his own 3-point¬ 
er to ignite Lincoln’s 14-1 
run.

Young followed with a layup 
to open the fourth and make 
it 36-32. 

Boyle (26-6) continued 
to push in points, but Jacob 
Conway, who led Lincoln 
with 14 points and seven 
rebounds, answered with 
four points to help keep 
the Patriots on the Rebels’ 
heels. Then Taylor, who fin¬ 
ished with 11 points and five 
assists, scored six of his total 
points over a span of 2 min¬ 
utes, 12 seconds to deadlock 
the game. Taylor picked up 
half of those points on one 
play, converting on a three- 
point play with 1:02 remain¬ 
ing to tie the game at 46.

first of his 10 points off a 
layup for Lincoln’s only lead 
of the night, 4-2. 

Jeremiah Bell, who had 
a game-high 22 points with 
six rebounds, helped Boyle 
jump ahead of Lincoln 
quickly, though, scoring nine 
of his team’s 11 points as 
they opened up an 11-6 lead. 

A Conway putback and a 
Conley 3-pointer got Lincoln 
within 13-11 with 6:27 left 
in the second quarter, but 
Boyle scored six of the next 
seven points.

“We’ve got seven great 
seniors.

Cattle management 
calendar for March 


March is a busy time for 
Kentucky cattlemen. 
Spring-calving cows need 
a lot of attention during 
calving. Check cows twice 
daily and first-calf heifers 
more frequently than that. 
Be ready to assist those not 
making progress after one 
to two hours of hard labor. 
Chilled calves should be 
dried-off and warmed-up 
as soon as possible. 

The calving area should 
be as clean and as free of 
mud as possible. Pastures 
which have good sod and 
are close to facilities work 
best. Watch around hay 
feeders so that young 
calves don’t get stepped 
on. See that each calf gets 
colostrum within two 
hours of birth or adminis¬ 
ter colostrum replacement 
with an esophageal feeder. 
A successful birth has not 
been completed until the 
calf is up and has nursed. 

Disinfect navel cords of 
newborn calves soon after 
birth, especially if they are 
born in confinement. 
Identify calves with 
eartags and/or tattoos 
while calves are young 
and easy to handle and 
record birthdate and Dam 
ID. We have some handy 
cow and calf record books 
available at the Lincoln 
County U.K. Extension 
Office. Commercial male 
calves should be castrated 
and implanted. Registered 
calves should be weighed 
in the first 24 hours. 

Don’t leave cows and 
calves in tight quarters for 
more than one or two days 
because it may lead to 
scours or respiratory prob¬ 
lems. Calves will stay 
healthier outside as long 
as they have a windbreak 
and a dry place to lie 
down. Watch for calf 
scours. If scours become a 
problem, move cows 
which have not calved to a 
clean pasture. Be prepared 
to give fluids to scouring 
calves that become dehy¬ 
drated. Try to avoid feed¬ 
ing hay in excessively 
muddy areas to avoid con¬ 
tamination of the dams’ 
udders, which increases 
scour problems. 

Separate cows that have 
calved and increase their 
feed. Energy supplemen¬ 
tation to cows receiving 
hay can be beneficial in 
preparing them for 
rebreeding. Supplement 
mature cows with about 3- 
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4 pounds of an energy 
supplement (like grain) 
and twice that amount for 
first-calf heifers. Don’t let 
cows lose condition! You 
need to have them in good 
condition for the upcom¬ 
ing breeding season. 

Continue grass tetany 
prevention. Be sure that 
the mineral mix contains 
magnesium oxide and that 
cows consume adequate 
amounts. For example, if 
the mineral mix contains 
15 percent magnesium, 
each cow should eat over 
four oz/day to get 20 
grams of magnesium. 

Finalize plans for your 
breeding program. 

Purchase new bulls at least 
30 days before the breed¬ 
ing season. Use visual 
evaluation and expected 
progeny differences 
(EPD’s) and select a bull 
that fits your program. 
Order semen now, if using 
artificial insemination. 
Prepare bulls for the 
breeding season. Increase 
feed if necessary to have 
bulls in adequate condi¬ 
tion for breeding. Be sure 
to have your veterinarian 
do a breeding soundness 
evaluation on your bulls. 

For your fall-calving 
cows, the bull should be 
away from the cows now. 
Pregnancy check those 
cows. Creep feed calves 
with grain or high quality 
forage. Calves will not 
make satisfactory gains 
on the dam’s milk alone 
after about four months of 
age since pasture isn’t 
usually available, fall 
calves need additional 
nutrition. 

Now for some general 
recommendations. 
Renovation of pastures 
should be completed as 
soon as possible. 

Fertilization of hay and 


The State Executive 
Director for the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture 
(USDA) Farm Service 
Agency (FSA) in Kentucky, 
John W. McCauley, urges 
producers who want to pur¬ 
chase coverage through the 
Noninsured Crop Disaster 
Assistance Program (NAP) 
to do so before the sales 
closing date of March 15, 
2015. 

NAP provides financial 
assistance to producers of 
noninsurable crops when 
low yields/grazing loss, loss 
of inventory or prevented 
planting occur due to natu¬ 
ral disasters including 
drought, freeze, hail, exces¬ 
sive moisture, excessive 
wind or hurricanes. 

In order to meet eligibili¬ 
ty requirements for NAP, 
crops must be noninsurable, 
commercially-produced 
agricultural commodity 
crops for which the cata¬ 
strophic risk protection 
level of crop insurance is 
not available. 

The Agricultural Act of 


2014 (the 2014 Farm Bill) 
allows producers to choose 
higher levels of NAP cover¬ 
age. Previously, the pro¬ 
gram offered coverage at 55 
percent of the average mar¬ 
ket price for crop losses that 
exceed 50 percent of 
expected production. 

Producers can now choose 
higher levels of coverage, 
up to 65 percent of their 
expected production at 100 
percent of the average mar¬ 
ket price. It is important to 
note that the higher cover¬ 
age is not available on graz¬ 
ing crops. 

The following crops in 
Kentucky have a NAP 
application closing date of 
March 15, 2015: asparagus, 
beans, beets, broccoli, cab¬ 
bage, cantaloupe, carrots, 
cauliflower, celery, corn, 
corn-hybrid seed, cucum¬ 
bers, eggplant, garlic, 
gourds, greens, herbs, hon- 
eydew, kohlrabi, leeks, let¬ 
tuce, okra, onions, parsnip, 
peas, peppers, popcorn, 
potatoes, pumpkins, radish, 
sorghum, sorghum-grain, 


soybeans, squash, sunflow¬ 
ers, sweet potatoes, tomatil- 
los, tomatoes, turnips and 
Watermelons. 

"NAP policies allow pro¬ 
ducers to protect their 
investment by purchasing 
coverage for noninsurable 
crops," said McCauley. 
"Natural disasters are an 
unavoidable part of farming 
and ranching and FSA pro¬ 
grams like NAP help pro¬ 
ducers to recover when they 
experience a loss." 

Eligible producers must 
file the application and pay 
a service fee by the March 
15 deadline. Producers also 
pay a fixed premium for 
higher coverage. Beginning, 
limited resource and under¬ 
served farmers may request 
a waiver of the service fee 
and a 50 percent premium 
reduction when the applica¬ 
tion for coverage is filed.

The US Growers 
Cooperative is providing 
tobacco growers a new 
option for marketing their 
excess tobacco this season. 

US Growers Tobacco 
Company (USGTC) will 
provide facilities where 
growers can deliver, process, 
and store tobacco while 
waiting for prices to become 
favorable. 

This will provide growers 
an option of retaining owner¬ 
ship of their tobacco to hope¬ 
fully catch better prices for 
their leaf in domestic and 
international markets while 
avoiding the current very 
low auction market. 

Tobacco producers will 
receive a certificate with 
pounds, type, and grade of 
tobacco when delivered to 
the facility. 


Once the grower delivers 
tobacco to the facility it will 
be processed and co-mingled 
by marketable type and 
grade for longer storage and 
marketing opportunities. 

The tobacco will be 
processed in Springfield, 
Tenn., with Hail & Cotton 
and stored until sold. 

USGTC will sell the 
tobacco proportionally by 
type, grade, and year in both 
international and domestic 
markets. 

Tobacco owners will pay 
USG TC normal receiving, 
storage and processing fees. 
The Burley Tobacco 
Growers Cooperative 
Association is providing 
free of charge administra¬ 
tive fees. Tobacco owners 
will be paid when tobacco is 
sold, with all fees deducted 


from payments. 

USGTC will advance the 
cost of processing and stor¬ 
age fees, which means there 
will be no upfront charge to 
producers who will retain an 
ownership interest in their 
tobacco. 

To schedule your delivery 
time you will need to call 
Margaret at the Washington 
County Co-op at (859) 336- 
3491 and identify you are 
selling to the US Growers. 
Delivery will only be sched¬ 
uled for the week of March 
16. The address of the 
receiving station is 591 Co¬ 
op Loop, Springfield. 

Things to remember: 

Tobacco must be GAP 
Certified (a copy of your 
GAP card is required at time 
of delivery) 

Tobacco must be free of 


all liens and claims of other 
parties No tobacco will be 
unloaded without a sched¬ 
uled appointment 

Tobacco must be free of 
green, damaged, and foreign 
material 

Tobacco must be deliv¬ 
ered in proper keeping con¬ 
dition - max. moisture is 22 
percent 

Small bales should only 
weigh between 75-100 lbs. 
and large bales between 
500-700 lbs. 

USGTC will only receive 
tobacco of higher quality. 
Typically this means we 
will only accept quality 
grades of 1-3 exactly as you 
would expect from a typical 
Buying Receiving Station 
this year. No frozen or 
stained leaf will be accept¬ 
ed.

AN AMENDMENT TO 
CITY OF HUSTONVILLE 
INSURANCE PREMIUM TAX 
ORDINANCE 

THE CITY COUNCIL OFTHE CITY OF HUS¬ 
TONVILLE, KENTUCKY DOES ORDAIN AS 
FOLLOWS: 

SECTION 1. There is hereby imposed on 
each insurance company a license fee 
for the privilege of engaging in the 
business of insurance within the cor¬ 
porate limits of the City of Hustonville 
for the calendar year 2015 and there¬ 
after on a calendar year basis. 

SECTION 2. The license fee imposed 
upon each insurance company which 
issues any insurance policy which is 
not a life insurance or health insurance 
policy shall be 6% of the premiums 
actually collected within each calendar 
quarter by reason of the issuance of 
such policies on risks located within 
the corporate limits of the City of Hus¬ 
tonville on those classes of businesses 
which company is authorized to trans¬ 
act less all premiums returned to poli¬ 
cy holders: however, any license fee or 
tax imposed upon premium receipts 
shall not include premiums received 
for insuring employers against liability 
for personal injuries to their employ¬ 
ees, or death caused thereby, under 
the provisions of the Workers Compen¬ 
sation Act and shall not include premi¬ 
um received on policies of group 
health insurance provided for state 
employees under KRS 18A.225(2). 
SECTION 3. All license fees imposed by 
this ordinance shall be due no later 
than thirty (30) days after the end of 
each calendar quarter. License fees, 
which are not paid on or before the 
due date, shall bear interest at the tax 
interest rate defined in KRS 
131.010(6). 

SECTION 4. Every insurance company 
subject to the license fees imposed by 
this ordinance shall annually, by March 
31, furnish the City of Hustonville with 
a written breakdown of all collections 
in the preceding calendar year for the 
following categories of insurance (a) 
casualty; (b) automobile; (3) inland 
marine; and (d) fire and allied perils. 
SECTION 5. The city clerk is hereby 
directed to transmit a copy of this ordi¬ 
nance, and any amendments thereto, 
to the Commission of Insurance, Com¬ 
monwealth of Kentucky.

MONEY TIP 

Tax tips for students 


Income tax season is here, 
and students may want to 
consider these tips from the 
Kentucky Higher Education 
Assistance Authority 
(KHEAA) to help the 
process go more smoothly. 

Although you may not 
have earned enough to be 
required to file, you may be 
able to get a refund if your 
employer withheld taxes 
from your pay. Before you 
file, though, discuss the situ¬ 
ation with your parents. 
Depending on how much 
they contributed to your 
upkeep during the year, they 
may be able to claim you as 
a dependent, which could 
save them thousands of dol¬ 
lars. 

Students and parents may 
be able to take advantage of 
these programs on their fed¬ 
eral taxes: 

•American Opportunity 
Credit, available for the first 
four years of college. 

•Lifetime Learning Credit, 
available if a taxpayer or a 
dependent is taking college 
courses to acquire or 


improve job skills. 

•Tuition and fees deduc¬ 
tion, which lets taxpayers 
deduct qualified education 
expenses paid during the 
year for themselves or a 
dependent. The expenses 
must be for college. 

•Student loan interest 
deduction, which lets people 
deduct up to $2,500 per year 
on federal taxes for interest 
paid on federal student 
loans. 

For more detailed infor¬ 
mation about federal pro¬ 
grams, go to www.irs.gov to 
download the free 
Publication 970 Tax Benefits 
for Education. 

Kentucky also offers a 
tuition tax credit for under¬ 
graduate students who 
attend state colleges. 

Remember that tax rules 
may change from year to 
year, so make sure you have 
the most up-to-date informa¬ 
tion before filing. 

KHEAA is the state 
agency that administers 
Kentucky’s grant and schol¬ 
arship programs, including 


the Kentucky Educational 
Excellence Scholarship 
(KEES). It provides finan¬ 
cial literacy videos at 
http://itsmoney.kheaa.com. 
KHEAA also provides free 
copies of “It’s Money, 
Baby,” a guide to financial 
literacy, to Kentucky schools 
and residents upon request at 
publications@kheaa.com.
